Nuclear Sit-In 
Arrests Mount

SEABROOK, N.H. (AP) - At 


least 800 demonslrators, most of 
them in their 20s, were being 
held in jails and armories in 
this seacoast area today after 
they we're arrested for refusing 
to end a peaceful sit-in at the 
Seabrook nuclear power plant. 


It took authorities 14 hours to 


clear the sit-in site of demons- 
trators and process the arrests. 
More than 250 construction 
workers returned to work at the 
$2 billion Seabrook 
nuclear 


plant today after the site was 


cleared of protesters. 


Final figures on the number 


arrested, most of them on 
criminal trespass charges, were 
not available. Hearings were 
scheduled for Thursday. 


Officials used armories as 


makeshift jails after most of 
those arrested declined to post 
bail, which ranged from §100 to 
§500. 


Gov. Meldrim Thomson, who 


took control of the police opera- 
tion, had said initially there 
would be no arrests unless the 
demonstrators breached a 40- 
acre fenced-in compound where

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construction equipmenl and two 
warehouses are located. 


But by Sunday afternoon, Col. 


Paul Doyon, head of the state 
police, said the protesters had a 
"fair amount , of time" 
to 


demonstrate and lhn decision to 
arrest them was made "to put 
an end to the law breaking." 


Under a court injunction is- 


sued 
10 months ago 
and 


redefined 
last 
week,

demonstrators were subject to 
arrest at any. time on any part of 
the 700-acre Public Service Co. 
property. However, to avoid a 
violent 
confrontation 
police 


allowed the demonstrators to 
spend the night on the property 
as long as they did not cross into 
the fenced-off 40 acres. 


Police urged the demonstra- 


tors to leave their campsite next 
to the fenced-in area but the 
warnings were rejected. 


At 3:35 p.m. on Sunday the 


police, dressed 
in normal 


uniforms rather than riot gear, 
moved into the peaceful crowd 
of about 2,000 protesters and 
slowly and methodically began 
making arrests. 


Some of the protesters, many 


of them wearing backpacks 
containing bed rolls and camp- 
ing equipmenl, fell limp and 
were carried or dragged to 
buses or trucks. 


Several reporters and pho- 


tographers also were arrested. 
Doyon had said earlier that no 
journalists would be exempt 
from the trespass law except for 
two news service reporters. 


The arrests came as a 


surprise to many of the demon- 
strators who earlier in the day 
were debating whether to block 
the entrance to the enclosed 
compound, forcing a direct 
confrontation. 


The arrested demonstrators 


were searched, photographed, 
booked and given an identifica- 
tion number at the sit-in site. 
They were put on the buses and 
trucks and taken to Portsmouth, 
16 miles 'away, .where the Na- 
tional Guard Armory became an 
instant courtroom as two judges 
held arraignments that lasted 
into early today.

Congress 
Pondering 
Less Stiff

WASHINGTON (AP) — Possession of small amounts' of 


marijuana would not be a federal offense and innocent victims of 
violent crimes could be eligible for compensation up to J50.WW 
under a comprehensive restructuring of federal criminal laws. In 
addition, the far-reaching revision in federal law would provide for 
federal prosecution of Watergate-type dirty tricks and would make 
it less traumatic for women to testify in court against rapists. The 
proposed changes in federal criminal laws are contained' in 
legislation being offered today by Sens. John L. McClellan, D-Ark., 
and Edward F. Kennedy, D-Mass., with the support of Ally. Gen. 
Griffin B. Bell. 


The bill would consolidate 


federal criminal laws into a 
simplified code for the first 
time and is designed to adapt 
federal laws to current condi- 
tions while eliminating incon- 
sistency and duplication. 


The measure is a compromise 


of earlier versions that stalled 
in the last two congresses. As 
such, it appears to stand a bet- 
ler chance of passage. The most 
controversial provisions of the 
previous bills, which were 
known as SI, have been 
dropped. 


Among deleted sections were 


provisions to restore the death 
penalty on a limited basis and to 
lighten 
laws 
againsl 
the 


disclosure of information the 
government considers clas- 
sified. 


McClellan, a conservative who 


has labored on the projecl for 10 
years, and Kennedy, a leading 
liberal, reached agreement on 
Ihe measure after falling in ef- 
forts last year to reconcile their 
differences. 


Work on overhauling federal 


criminal law started wilh the 
creation by Congress in 1966 of a 
special commission headed by 
former California Gov. Edmund 
G. "Pat" Brown. 


The commission submitted its 


recommendations in 1971..Then 
four years of hearings were held 
by the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee's 
subcommittee 
on 


criminal laws and procedures, 
of which McClellan is chairman. 


Alfhough a large part of the 


proposed legislation is of a 
technical nature, many major 
substantive changes would be 
made. 


Eliminaled as a federal of- 


fense, but slill subject to 
prosecution on the state or local 
level, would be the possession of 
10 grams or less of marijuana. 
This amount is equivalent to a 
pack of cigarettes. 


And under the bill 
the 


maximum penalty for posses- 
sion of more than 10 grams 
would be 30 days and a $500 One, 
compared to up to seven years 
in prison and a $15,000 fine 
under present law. 


The program for compensat- 


ing innocent victims of crimes 
of violence punishable under 
federal law would be financed 
out of criminal fines. The com-

previously approved by Ihe 
Senate in separate legislalion, 
but was never accepted by the 
House.

dangerous substance handled in 
quantity by man. Most scien- 
tists agree that a thousandth of 
a gram of Plutonium — 239. the 
product of the fast-breeder 
nuclear reactor, is enough to 
kill a person within days from 
massive fibrosis of the lungs, 
and that a millionth of a gram is 
far more than enough to cause 
cancer. There are 454 grams in 
one pound. Plutonium has a 
half-life of 24.000 years. This

Although many people 
at that age are both capable and 
anxious to continue productive 
work, they are forced to turn to 
pension funds for subsistence. 


In the center "box" are those 


in mid-life, at the peak of their 
earning 
and 
productive 


capacity. In an era when it is 
becoming painfully apparent 
that 
our 
economy 
.cannot 


provide full employment, they 
have responded. to that job 
shortage by pushing young 
people back into school and 
older people into increasingly 
early retirement. 


But those in the middle "box" 


are forced to pay an ever- 


increasing penalty for their job 
security because they must bear 
most of the burden for financing 
both education and pension 
funds. In 1945, the ratio of wage 
earners to Social Security 
recipients in this country was 33 
to 1. Today it is 3.2 to 1 and go- 
ing down. 


Those seemingly disparate 


trends were pulled together and 
examined 
at 
a conference 


recently held here and devoted 
to the broad question of "Life 
. Cycle Planning: Xew Strategies 
for Education. Work and Re- 
tirement in America." 


Is there a better way? Several 


conference participants sug- 
gested consideration of a totally 
new pattern in which education, 
work and leisure are scattered 
throughout one's lifetime ins- 
tead of being confined to 
inflexible periods. 


Some of those innnovations 


already are creeping into our 
patterns of living, although 
there 
is 
no 
coordinated 


framework for them. For ins- 
tance, 
industrial 
workers 


increasingly are rejecting over- 
time work, even with its finan- 
cial rewards, in favor of more 
leisure time. 


The Four-day work week, 


flexible work schedules, ex- 
tended vacations of as long as 
three months and liberalized 
policies on leaves of absence all 
mean workers no longer have to 
cram all of their leisure time 
into their retirement years. 


Why not. asked the conference 


organizers, adopt a similar pat- 
tern at the other end of life, 
allowing young men and women 
to'find their place in the job 
market after securing a basic 
education, then providing them 


• with opportunities to return in 
' later years for the additional 


education they need or desire? 


„ Some young people already 


have established an informal 
pattern of dropping out midway 
through college, for example, to 
try their hand at a chosen skill. 
Some never return to school but 
others do, sometimes with paid 
sabbaticals 
from 
their 


employers.' 


Daredevil's Act <J£- 


Is Dynamite 


BOONEVILLE, N6 — Very 


often Wes Rankin can't sleep 
the night before he goes to work. 
And small wonder. Rankin 
earns his living by nearly dying; 
his job is to climb into a wooden 
box, detonate t\vo sticks of 
dynamite, and blow himself up. 


Honest.- Rankin is a daredevil 


in the commercial stunt man 
trade. He travels the festival, 
state fair and demolition derby 
circuit. For S250 a performance 
he 
will 
take 
two 
10-inch 


explosives into an eight foot 
"coffin," put them 18 inches 
from his head and go boom. 


Fortunately. Rankin survives 


every time. He says the alter- 
native would put an awful crimp 
in the future of his act. He sel- 
dom 
emerges 
unscathed, 


however; he is knocked uncons- 
cious by concussion, and usually 
is lifted several feet by gather- 
ing air, and yet the only time it 
actually hurts is when he lands 
wrong on the way down. 


Rankin and his employer, Jim 


"Crash' Moreau, do tricks in 
obscurity that Eve! Kneivel 
would not do for any price. 
Besides the Human Bomb shiixv, 
Rankin is putting together a 
stunt where he will lie on a bed 
of nails and Moreau will drive 
an automobile directly over his 
body. 


Crazy? Rankin and Moreau 


say there is an Sfl-year-old stunt 
man named B. Ward Beam who 
still crashes cars into steel 
walls. Another daredevil hires 
out his ability to dive 40 feet into 
13 inches of water. For SMI, and 
without benefit of protective 
clothing. Moreau will drive a 
snowmobile through a 45-foot 
tunnel of fire. 


The 
performers. 
aren't 


suicidal. 
They 
take 
every 


precaution. Yet to succeed they 
should occasionally fail. Some 
time ago Rankin made a ramp 
leap ill a Homing car..and it 
disintegrated; he broke an 
ankle, a wrist, and was scarred 
on the face for life. He now per- 
forms in a cast, all to the good 


since it gives the fans an added 
emotion. 


Not that the bomb stunt 


requires 
further embellish- 


ment. It is the most visually 
spectacular act in daredevilism. 
Viewers who suspect a trick, 
then realize it is not. have been 
known to faint at the sobering 
.sound of the blast. Rankin's 
contractual agreement insists 
that ambulance and respirator 
be present for every show. 


Technically, 
Rankin" is 


measurably safe during the 
explosion. He explains that 
dynamite blows in the direction 
of least resistance, and lying in 
the box he is more of a resis- 
tance than the box itself. He 
performs the act dressed in 
street clothes and no other pro- 
tection.. In 
several 
dozen 


explosions he has not as yet 
been so much as singed. 


Yet, obviously, there can be 


complications. One is when the 
dynamite fails to explode. This 
happened to a stuntman named 
Danny Reed, who then had to 
wait 15 minutes, in perfect 
stillness for a delayed blast. 
When nothing happened. Reed 
got out of the box and walked 
away, bare seconds before the 
detonation finally occurred. 


And to there is the ultimate 


complication. Rankin says at 
least seven men have died doing 
the bomb stunt, including its 
originator; Capt Frank Frakes, 
who performed flawlessly lor 
years before the end. 


But Rankin says he is con- 


fident. He also says he's nervous 
about again risking mutilation. 
When asked why he doesn't 
quit, he gives the only answer a 
performer knows: what, and gel 
out of show business?

Heartburn is the bane »f my 


existence. If it weren't for the 
fact that after most meals I 
have this discomfort I would 
consider myself I* be in perfect 
health. What is the medical 
explanation for severe heart- 
burn? — Mr. B.B.L., Calif. 
Dear Mr. L.: 


The symptom, heartburn, is 


probably one of the most com- 
mon ones brought to the atten- 
tion of the doctor. 


A 
condition 
known 
as 


"reflux" 
is one in which 


stomach acids find their way 
into the lower portion of' the 
esophagus, the tube through 
which food passes from the 
mouth into the stomach. Heart- 
burn, known technically as 
"pyrosis." may be caused by 
some 
anatomical 
problem 


which allows stomach acid to 
back up (reflux) into the lower 
esophagus. 


Normally. 
there 
is 
a 


sphincter, or muscle, that 
prevents this from taking place. 


A hiatus hernia at the junc- 


ture of the esophagus and the 
stomach or 
t leers of the 


stomach and duodenum are only 
a few of the factors, that can 
produce heartburn. 


It has been suggested that the 


causes of "reflux" could be lil'l- 
ing heavy objects, straining at 
stool,1 slumping in a chair after 
a heavy meal, over-dislcnsion of 
the stomach with large meals, 
tight girdles or belts that 


increase the pressure in the ab- 
domen. 


Doctors recommend that the 


chronic sufferer from heartburn 
eat smaller amounts of food al 
more frequent intervals rather 
than overload the stomach at 
any one meal. Swallowing air 
because of over-excitement and 
too much talking while eating 
should be avoided. Lying down 
immediately after eating also 
encourages reflux. 


Some doctors suggest that no 


food should he taken for at-Ieast 
three hours before retiring. 
Sleeping in an elevated position 
may reduce the reflux from the 
stomach. 


Doctors also suggest a regime 


of weight reduction, attention to 
diet, reduction of cigarette 
smoking and moderation of al- 
cohol intake. 


The use of antacids taken 


about an hour after meals is 
beneficial. It is interesting lo 
note that milk is not considered 
an antacid, as many people 
believe. In fact, milk may even 
increase stomach acids. All an- 
tacids and oilier drugs should, 
of course, be taken only with the 
doctor's approval.

deserves complete X-ray and 
other studies of the esophagus 
and stomach. In order to be sure 
lhat there is no underlying 
disease responsible for this an- 
noying symptom.

tablishes minimum sentences, 
too, for using a weapon, in the 
commission of a crime. 


The bill also has provisions 


aimed at reducing wide dis- 
pariliesin sentences meted out 
by federal judges for persons 
convicted of similar crimes. A 
commission would be crcaled to 
establish guidelines for sen- 
tencing for certain classes of 
offenses. 


Crimes commuted for the 


purpose of influencing the out- 
come of federal elections, such 
as the "dirty tricks" exposed 
during Watergate investiga- 
tions, would be subject 'to 
federal prosecution. 


And as recommended by the 


special. Watergate prosecutor 
task force, the three-year sta- 
tute of'limitations on campaign 
law violations would be extend- 
ed to five years. 


Under the bill, coverage of 


civil rights laws would be ex- 
panded to non-citizens and 
prosecutions would be made 
easier in some instances by 
eliminating requirements to es- 
tablish intent or conspiracy. 


Also some provisions that bar 


discrimination on the basis of 
race, color, religion or national 
origin also would apply to sex. 


In 
rape 
cases, 
the 


requirement for corroboration 
of a viclim's leslimony would be 
eliminated and inquiry inlo Ihe 
victim's past sexual conduct 
would be sharply curtailed. Al- 
so, the offense is redefined to 
cover homosexual rape. 


Other parts of the bill are 


direcled at white collar crime 
and would permit far heavier 
fines, outlaw pyramid sales 
schemes and authorize the use 
of injunctions to halt fraudulent 
or deceptive practices!'

decisions or for other reasons 
would be repealed. 


Among these are the Smith 


Act, which makes it a crime to 
advocate Ihe violent overthrow 
of the government, and the 
Logan Act, which bars private 
citizens from communicating 
with a foreign government with 
intent to influence foreign 
policy. Another is a law that 
makes the malicious spreading 
of false information in wartime 
with intent to aid the enemy a 
federal offense.

The bill reduces the list of 


crimes for which court orders 
may be obtained for wiretap- 
ping under the 1968 Omnibus 
Crime Control and Safe Streets 
Act.

Farmer Norman Tuinstra is the head of UPWARD, an 
optimistic acronym for Upper Peninsula Weather Agriculture 
Research and Development. The lack of rainfall in the U.P. has 
dried up some 1.400 wells and raised questions about the efficiency 
of some municipal water systems.

The logical starting place for 


owners of existing houses, 
however, is with a solar hot 
water heater. It is cheaper than 
a complete solar heating system 
and usually can be installed 
without major remodeling. 


Total cosis vary from unit to 


unit, with many systems rang- 
ing from Sl.DtMl til S2.IXK1. Ac- 
cording to the Federal Energy 
Administration, a solar system 
can cm water heating costs by 
3(1 to SO per cent, depending on 
Ik' unit and location. 


The solar hot water heater 


must be used in conjunction 
with a conventional system to 
serve as a back-up when the sun 
does not shine. The regular 
heater also is used to boost 
water temperatures higher than 
the 90 or 100 degrees provided 
by the solar system.

If your house is shadowed by- 
large buildings or gets northern 
light only, solar energy may not 
be practical. (One question that 
could arise as solar systems 
become more prevelant: What 
happens if my neighbor plants a 
tree that blocks the sun-from- 
my collector? The courts will 
probably have to settle the is- 
sue: there is no precedent.) 
' 


You also will have to find out 


how much useablc radiation will 
fall during the time you intend 
to use your solar system..

Carter Hones Welfare 
Reform

\VASHIXGTON (API - One 


day after his original deadline 
for announcing a program to 
overhaul the nation's welfare 
system. President Carter is un- 
eilini; the outline of a still un- 
-ompleled reform plan. 


The President's usual Man- 
lay meeting with his Cabinet 
viis expanded today to include 
•ongressional leaders who were 
nvited to the State Dining 
Room for a speeial budget 
meeting with Thomas B. Lance, 
the director of the Office of 


Management and Budget. 


Before the meeting. Lance 


and his deputy. James T." 
Mclnt.vr'.1 Jr.. were to give the 
President a special budget 
briefing. 


The President and top aides 


worked on the welfare program 


- over the weekend, drawing up 


their general principles on wel- 
fare reform. 
Legislation to 


carry out the administration's 
plan will be presented sometime 
later, although Congress may 
not get around to final action on 
it this year. . 


Deputy While House Press 


Secretary lie.v Gninum said the 
goal of the welfare reform 
program was to make the wel- 
fare system "more efficient and 
equitable." Carter often spoke 


during the presidential cam- 
paign about simplifying the 
program and making it more 
fair. 


In addition to working.on 


welfare proposals Sunday, the 
President prepared for his trip 
to Europe, which begins Thurs- 
day. While in Europe. Carter is 
to attend an economic summit 
and a meeting of the North 


Atlantic Treaty Organization in 
London. He also is to make a 
brief trip to Geneva, to meet 
with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad. 


As part of an effort to arrive 


in Europe with some advance 
publicity, the President was 
giving 
several 
European 


television stations an interview 
today at the White House. 


At the center of the welfare 


reform issue is the question of 
making welfare equitable for 
those who can't find work and at 
the same time encouraging 


those able to work to do so. 


Presstire has been placed on 


the administration by the states 
and the National Governors 
Conference to revise the welfare 
system so that full financing of 
welfare is met by the federal 
government. Under the current 
system, the states provide 
varying amounts to match 
federal contributions. 


The administration has said 


the federal government cannot 
afford full financing, which has 
been estimated to cost $13 
billion a year.

Weather Gives Farmers 
A Jump On Planting 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) - 


. With "almost ideal weather 


prevailing." the spring planting 
season in Michigan began about 
10 days ahead of schedule, the 
state Crop Reporting Service 
says. 


Plowing of land for spring 


planting is about 55 per cent 
complete, almost 30 per cent 
ahead of normal, and the week 
ending April 23 saw four days 
suitable for field work. 


"I have never seen my land 


work up so good with such little 
tillage." 
said 
one Gratiot 


County farmer. ' 


Concerns about too little soil 


moisture 
were 
temporarily 


banished with last week^s heavy 
rain, and fertilizer and motor 
fuel 
are 
readily available 


throughout the state. 


The 
unseasonably 
warm 


weather forced earlier than 
usual development of fruit buds, 
and growers were worried about 
damage from spring frosts. 


While many crops slightly 


trail the planting pace of a year 
ago. they are far ahead of a 
normal year. For example, -I 
per cent of the corn acreage is 
planted, compared to 1 per cent 
normally. 
^ 


Oats are reportedly 58 per 


cent planted compared to 22 per 
cent normally, and potatoes are 
10 per cent completed compared 


to 5 per cent in average years. 
Meanwhile, damage to winter 
wheat is reported average or 
below. 


But if that warm weather lias 


you itching lo gel your green 
thumb into the soil, it might be 
better to wait awhile. "Long- 
term weather records show that 
late April and early May is a bit 
too early for planting activities 
for most of Michigan." a 
Michigan state University ex- 
pert says. 


"Growers, particularly the 


home gardener, should be 
aware of potential freezing 
dates for their area." said Ceel 
VauUcnBrink, 
advisory 


agricultural meteorologist at 
jisr. 


The unusually warm weather 


in .Michigan has been influenced 
by stratospheric winds' at 35.110(1 
feet which have pumped warm 
southeasertly winds into the 
state. VanDenBrink said. Those 
are the same winds responsible 
for the all-plus days of below- 
freezing weather this winter. 


But the winds could shift, he 


said, putting Michigan back to 
normal. 


"So the probability of a spring 


freeze is still quite high, 
although it may not be quite as 
severe as last year." he said. 


Hardy plains may be sown 


early in the spring. But tender 
plants should not be planted 
until two or three weeks after 
the date of the last spring 
freeze. Very tender plants, such 
as geraniums and tomatoes, 
should be Wanted three or four 
weeks after the average freeze 
date.

'. plan by July. 


The crucial issue is the stale 


income tax, which is scheduled 
to roll back from its current 4.6 
per cent to -1.4 per cent in July. 
Millikcn 
and

leaders agree they'll block the 
rollback, but some lawmakers 
wouldn't mind taking credit for 
a tax cut. 


If a bill repealing the rollback 


doesn't pass, the state will lose 
about §85 million in the upcom- 
ing fiscal year. "If we don't 
have that, we don't have a lot of 
things," noted Eugene Farnum. 
head 'of the Senate Fiscal 
Agency. 


Also tangling budget con- 


siderations are the future of 
Milllken's statewide transpor- 
tation plan: disputes over how to 
finance public schools; and 
whether to use highway money 
to pay for state police freeway 
patrols. 


A key roadblock to fiscal har- 


mony was budged last week 
when the Senate Appropriations 
Committee approved a bill to 
establish a budget stabilization 
.fund. Tile measure would set 
aside 875 million in the first 
year to begin saving money for 
bad economic times. 


While the bill isn't exactly 


what Millikcn proposed — it is

Indiana Lawmakers Give 
Green Light To Laetrile 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS 


A legislator who led a drive to 


legalize the supposed cancer 
drug Laetrile in Indiana says 
one firm is ready to manufac- 
ture the substance in the state 
now that the bill has become 
law. 


In Kansas City, meanwhile, 


about 20 people were expected to 
testify today at a hearing on 
Laetrile, called by the Food ami 
Drug Administration under a 
federal judge's order. 


The hearing was ordered last 


October by the U.S. 10th Court 
of Appeals, which asked for an 
"administrative 
rulcmaking 


record" on the substance. The 
record is to be forwarded to a 
federal judge in Oklahoma City 
who is considering a suit by a 
cancer patient seeking use of 
Laetrile. 
• .The FDA already has 5.000 
pieces of written testimony for 
the hearing. 


The FDA says it has found no 


evidence that Laelrile — a 
derivative of apricot, peach and 
bitter almond pits — cures or 
prevents" cancer, and 
has 


banned interstate transporta- 


tion of it. 


The Indiana legislature voted 


overwhelmingly Saturday, just 
before adjournment, to override 
Gov. Otis .R. Bowen's veto of a 
bill authorizing the manufac- 
ture, sale and use of the com- 
pound. 


Rep. Dan L. Burton, an In- 


dianapolis 
Republican 
and 


House floor manager of the bill, 
said Custom Chemical Labora- 
tories, Inc.. of Indianapolis "in- 
dicated they were going to move 
on it right away." 


But there was some doubt 


whether there are enough raw- 
materials 
in 
Indiana 
to 


manufacture 
Laetrile. 
Sup- 


porters feared manufacturers 
.might not Ire able to make suf- 
ficient 
quantities 
without 


violating the FDA ban by im- 
porting ingredients from other 
states. 


The votes of the Indiana 


House and Senate were greeted 
by cheers from spectators in the 
gallery, including cancer pa- 
tients who had packed the 
chambers for as long as 14 
hours awaiting the decision. The 
bill takes effect June 1. 


The bill will also legalize in- 


state sale of the artificial swee- 
tener saccharin, which the FDA 
proposes to ban on July 1. 


Gov. Bowen. a family doctor, 


said in vetoing the bill that he 
feared 
it 
might 
"cause 


unnecessary loss of lives by not 
using the more proven methods 
as the first choice of treatment" 
for cancer. 


Alaska also recently legalized 


tile use of Laetrile, although not 
its manufacture or sale. Its use 
is permitted iii 26 other coun- 
tries and is smuggled in from 
Mexico and Canada. 


The American .Medical As- 


sociation, American Cancer 
Society and the National Cancer 
Institute oppose the legalization 
of Laetrile. 


Among supporters of legaliz-' 


ing it are the Committee for 
Freedom of Choice in Cancer 
Therapy, Inc.. and the John 
Birch Society. Proponents claim 
doctors, the federal government 
and others are conspiring to 
fight Lactrilo because it would 
cut into the profits of drug 
companies and physicians.

.Development Agency thinks a 
permanent solution to the 
problem might be achieved by 
burying the waste in salt beds 
that have been geologically sta- 
ble for 250 million years. 
Because of the very large quan- 
tities of extremely poisonous 
sulBtances. it is required that 
the repository should be absolu- 
tely free of leakage for a period 
of hundreds of thousands of 
years. No responsible geologist 
can guarantee this, simply 
because the problem is one 
which we have no experience. 


Most of the fission products 


created in the reactor are 
trapped, allowed to decay for a 
short time, then concentrated 
and shipped in drums to storage 
areas. These are called "high- 
level wastes". 


Plutonium 
transported 


creates serious risks. If a ship 
should sink, or a truck crash, 
unprecedented problems would 
1» created. Equally frightening 
to me is the possibility of the 
hijacking of plutonium for poli- 
tical purposes. 


The point is that very serious 


hazards have already been 
created by tlur'ncaceful uses of 
atomic energy" affecting not 
only the people alive today but 
all future generations although, 
so far. nuclear energy is being 
used only on a statistically in- 
significant scale. 


Our most important task, 


then is to get off our present 
collision course. Who is to 
tackle such a task? Everyone of 
us. 


A 
moratorium 
petition, 


signed by lens-of-thousands of 
citizens, can have a powerful 
effect 
in awakening 
state 


legislators and can even ac- 
tivate governors to take a posi- 
tion with (lie public on nuclear- 
power. 


Because we live so close to the 


Cook nuclear plant. I urge 
everyone of us to become better 
educated into the hazards of 
nuclear-energy. It could cost us 
our lives or more likely the lives 
of our children.

Reagan Opposes 
Gas-Guzzler Tax 


!VEW YORK (AP) - Ronald 


Reagan, the former California 
governor, says he's opposed to 
President Carter's proposal to 
put a heavy lax on big, gas-eat- 
ing cars. 


Reagan said penalizing taxes 


on big cars would cause incal- 
culable hardship for people like 
those who own campers. He also 
noted that part of the proposal 
called for using the penalty tax 
to reward those who bought 
small cars. 


His comments were made 


Sunday on NBC's "Meet the 
Press" program. 


"If the tax works and no one 


buys . Dig cars," he asked, 
"where wouM the money come 
from to pay the rebates?" 


He'said that, in his view, 


Carter's plan "isn't an energy 
program, it's a tax program." 


Asked what he would do, 


Reagan, responded: "Look at the 
marketplace. 
Let 
the 


marketplace set Hie price. When 
the price went up. this would 
curtail 
driving 
and 
also 


stimulate production." 


Reagan, 
who 
challenged 


Gerald Ford for the Republican 
presidential nomination last 
year, also said he opposes 
further negotiations on the fu- 
ture of Ihe Panama Canal with 
the Central American country's 
present government. 


That government, he said, is 


controlled by "a dictator who 
seized power at the point of a 
gun and has never permitted 
free elections." 


Asked if he would run for 


president again in 1980, Reagan 
said, "I don't rule it in and I 
don't rule it out." 


But under any circumstances, 


he said, he's against proposals 
to abolish the electoral college 
and establish direct voting for 
president.

If yonr Oldsmobile has an 


Oldsmobile engine in it, the fifth 
character will be the letter "R." 
!f the fifth character is an "L," 
the engine is a Chevrolet; a "F" 
is a Pontiac engine and a "M" is 
a Bnick. 


Now. 
this formula only holds' 


for autos with eight cylinders, 
350 cubic-inch displacement and 
four-barrel 
carburetors. 


Smidebush said. Oldsmobiles 
with this equipment were the 
only ones which may have con- 
tained Chevrolet engines, he 
said. 


Owners also can tell what en- 


gines are under their car hoods 
by checking the price stickers.
